London, July IS.—■Notwithstanding 
circumstantial reports that Dr. Haw­ 
ley H. Crippen had been 
seen 
at 
widely separated points, all of the 
supposed clues proved to be valueless 
abd the London police are still with­ 
out any tangible evidence that would 
be likely to lead to arrest. 
The coroner’s inquest began yes­ 
terday over the dismembered body, 
found buried in the cellar of the 
Crippen I^ildrop Crescent residence, 
and which the police have associated 
with the disappearance of Crippen’s 
wife. Belle Elmore. The testimony 
today proved to be of small service 
in establishing the identity, as the 
mass of flesh was so mutilated as 
to make it impossible for experts 
even to fix the sex of the victim. 
After several witnesses had been 
examined relative to the finding of 
the body* the domestic relations of 
Dr. Crippen and wife, the occurences 
at the Crippen home on the night of 
January 31, when Belle Elmore was 
last seen alive and the interrogations 
which Crippen later was subjected to 
by friends of the singer. The inquest 
was adjourned for one month. 
The Scotland Yard offfcials are 
now of the opinion that Crippen and 
Ethel Leneve, his former stenograph­ 
er, and believed to be his companion 
when he disappeared from home July 
9, may be aboard the steamer Kroon- 
land, due at New York tomorrow 
night. 


Effort to Rob Fredrick Bank. 
Frederick, Ok., July 19.—An effort 
was made to rob a bank at Heldster, 
Ok., last night. Officers had been 
given a tip, and Sherif Carter and 
two deputies were in waiting, captur­ 
ing the two men after one had en­ 
tered the bank by a window. One 
shot was fired by one of the men 
arrested, doing no harm. The men are 
in jail here.

Oklahoma City, July 19.—The exec­ 
utive Board of the federation of la­ 
bor, jointly with the legislative com­ 
mittee of that organization and J. 
A. West, former president of the 
Oklahoma Farmers’ union, and O. H. 
Mathis, a former member of the exec­ 
utive board of the Farmers’ union, 
Sunday adopted resolutions denounc­ 
ing Murray and pledging labor to 
fight his candidacy for governor in 
this campaign. 
The labor leaders first revived a 
resolution that was passed at Ard­ 
more, July 29, 190S, and followed 
that with a stronger denunciation of 
Murray’s 
record. 
The 
resolutions 
call upon all fair-minded men to co­ 
operate with the laboring men in 
this effort to defeat Murray in the 
primary election. 


Union Labor Is After BHI Murray. 
The resolution follows: 
“Whereas, the resolution adopted 
by the Ardmore convention of the 
Oklahoma State Federation of Labor 
with reference to Wm. H. Murray of 
Tishomingo, on July 29, 1908, Unwit; 
“Whereas, Speaker Wm. H. Murray 
of the house of representatives of 
Oklahoma, has by his own actions 
proved himself to be a representative 
of class interests instead of the in­ 
terests of the masses; and, 
“Whereas, his duplicity in connec­ 
tion with the graduated land tax bill, 
usuary bill telegraphers’ bill, child 
labor bill, the eight-hour bill, the 
full crew bill, and the bills known 
as 81a and 81b (relative to the la­ 
bor department), and his opposition 
as well as his underhanded work to 
practically all legislation proposed 
in behalf of the agricultural and la­ 
boring 
masses 
shows 
conclusively 
that he was the representative of the 
corporations; and, 
“Whereas, his gang rule as speak­ 
er of the house, and his disrespect 
shown ladies, has proven him to be 
a man destitute of honor and void of 
principle; therefore, be It 
“Resolved, that the Oklahoma State 
Federation of Labor, in convention 
assembled, does hereby pronounce 
Wm. H. Murray as unfair to all 
union members everywhere, and we 
pledge our efforts and ballots to the 
end that he shall be defeated for any 
political offlve he may aspire to, and 
we shall regard any official or party 
that continue to boost William H. 
Murray as an enemy to the masses 
of Oklahoma.’ 
“And whereas, there has been held 
since that date three sessions of said 
State Federation of Labor and the 
said 
resolutions have never been 
rescinded of the truth of the accus­ 
ations therein contained questioned; 
therefore, be it 
“Resolved by the executive board 
and the legislative committee of the 
State Federation of Labor in called 
session this 17th day of July, 1910, 
that the said Ardmore resolution is 
hereby 
reiterated 
and 
re-affirmed, 
that Mr. Murray’s actions since that 
time have not been such as would 
convice this board and committee 
that he maintains a different atti­ 
tude with reference to ^the interests 
of the farmers and laborers in Ok­ 
lahoma; that w’hile in his speeches 
throughout the state in his canvass 
for governor he has represented to 
the people that he supported every 
measure championed by the farmers 
and laborers, we call especial at­ 
tention to the fact that the records 
show that he only voted for them 
after opposing them with all the 
ability at his command after he saw 
they were going to become laws, and 
in this. connection we call attention 
to that section of the resolution whiih 
characterizes ‘his duplicity in con­ 
nection with the graduated land tax 
bill, usuary bill, telegraphers’ bill, 
!fu41 crew bill, child labor bill, eight- 


hour bill, the bill known as 81a and 
Sib, reative to labor department, and 
his opposition as well as his under­ 
hand work to practically all legisla­ 
tion proposed in behalf of the agri­ 
cultural and laboring masses, shows 
conclusively that he was a represen­ 
tative of the corporations. 
Resolved, further, that since it has 
always been the policy of the State 
Federation of Labor to support its 
friends, we deem it of even para­ 
mount importance that we condemn 
the conduct of such men as Wm.

INDIAN PAYMENTS 
BESOOT WAPANUCKA 


Paying D ates at Ada are Angust 23, 


24, ->>— Pow ers of Attorney Are 


Not Recognized. 


Tishomingo, Ok., July 19.—Payment 
of money to Choctaw and Chickasaw' 
Indians and their heirs, which began 
at Wapanucka Monday and continued 
today, will begin here tomorrow and 
continue Thursday and Friday. Those 
citizens having remnant allotments 
due them, not exceeding $.50 in val­ 
ue, will be paid twice the value there 
of in lieu of such allotment, as pro­ 
vided in the act of congress of March 
3, 1909, and freedmen will be paid 
according to the act of April 4, 1910. 
The shares of Indians who have died 
since enrollment will be paid to their 
regularly appointed administrators or 
executors, the shares of minors will 
be paid to their legally appointed 
guardians, when such guardian is in 
existence, if not, the money will be 
paid to the natural guardian. Powers 
of attorney will not be recognized. 
After Tishomingo, the paying dates 
are as follow's: Madill July 23, 25 and 
26; Ardmore July 27, 28, 29 and 30; 
Marietta Aug. I, Ryan Aug. 2, 3 and 
4; Duncan, beginning noon, Aug. 4, 
5 and 6; Chickasha Aug. 8, 9 and IO; 
Lindsey Aug. ll and 12, Pauls Valley 
Aug. 13, 15, 16 and 17; Purcell Aug. 
18 and 19; Byers beginning noon, 
Aug. 19, 20 and 22; Ada Aug. 23, 24 
and 25. Roff, Aug. 26 and 27, Sul­ 
phur Aug. 29, 30 and 31; Stonewall 
Sept. I, 2 and 3; Allen Sept. 5 and 6 


Austin, Tex., 
July 
19.—Governor 
Campbell today submitted to the state 
legislature, which convened in spec­ 
ial session, a recommendation for a 
law prohibiting moving picture exhi­ 
bitions of the Johnson-Jeffries fight. 
It is probable that the measure will 
seek to debar the exhibition of all 
kinds of pugilistic encounters. 
The governor says the display of 
the fight pictures would excite race 
feeling and probably result in dis­ 
turbances. 
The special session begins its work 
only four days before the democratic 
primaries, which will be held next 
Saturday throughout the state, as 
the culmination of a spirited and 
bitter campaign. 
The specific purpose of the spec­ 
ial session as named in the call is 
to repeal, the fire insurance rating 
board law. It is charged by anti­ 
prohibition leaders that the gover­ 
nor’s real object is to forestall the 
possible election of O. B. Colquitt, the 
candidate of the anti-prohibition fac­ 
tion for governor by raising and 
bringing about the enactment of re­ 
strictive legislation that will practi­ 
cally put th? saloons out of business 
in Texas. 


Has Neck Broken in Div*. 


Guthrie, 
Ok.,

19.—William 
Marquardt, a wealthy German land 
owner of Logan county, was instantly 
killed Sunday night at the “White 
City,” a Cimarron river gathering re­ 
sort near here. Marquardt, who is 
passed middle age, dived from a com­ 
panion’s shoulder in shallow water. 
His neck wras broken. A few months 
ago, Marquardt and two brothers in 
Ohio inherited an estate in Germany 
worth $500,000. 


Guthrie, Ok., July 19.—All Oklaho­ 
ma railroads appeared before the cor. 
poration commission today to pro- 
test against the commission’s pro­ 
posed 
order 
reducing 
switching 
charges from $2 to $5 per car to $1.50 
$2, and $2.50 per car, according to 
the service. After conference of the 
representatives, a compromise prop­ 
osition 
was submitted, the 
roads 
agreeing to a charge on the basis of 
$2, $2.50 and $3 per car. This has not 
been accepted. 
Demands of Shippers, 
W. T. Tyler of Springfield, Mo., 
general superintendent of the Frisco 
system, told the commission that the 
cost of 
switching 
had 
increased 
greater in proportion than had the 
charges for road work, and that the 
cost of switching equipment had like 
wise advanced. A few years ago, he 
said, a switch engine could be pur­ 
chased for $7,000 but now they cost 
$15,000 and where cars with 40,000 
to 60,000 pound capacity answered, 
shippers were now demanding 100,- 
000 pound capacity cars. 
The switching rate, he said had 
not been advanced, and when con­ 
sidered from the standpoint of ton­ 
nage had easily been reduced halt 
W. R. Beacom, general superintend­ 
ent of the Rock Island, testified that 
the cost of switching was from $2.50 
to $3 per car, although there were 
instances in large junctions where 
the minimum charge was $1.50 and 
elsewhere 
the 
maximum 
was 
$5 
per car. 
W. A. Durham of 9t. Louis, assist­ 
ant to the general manager of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas, 
stated 
that the recognized minimum charge 
between railroads was $2 per car, 
whether the railroads absorbed the 
cost or the shipper paid it, and to 
him this appeared to be a reasonable 
rate. All witnesses agreed that it 
was difficult to determine the cost 
since that was dependent upon the 
amount of business.

liott, the inventor of th« book type- 
writer, on a cotton picker or har- 
vester which he has perfected as the 
result of nearly seven years' con- 
stant effort The* basic pa-tent grant- 
ed covers forty different claims The 
machine has been tested for two 
years in the cotton fields, and with 
It one man and a team of mules will 
do the wo-k of forty hand pickers 
Only the ripe cotton is picked, and 
this Is done without injury to the 
green cotton or the flowers 


The principle of the machine is a 
ouble row of bristle brushes about 


one and one-half inches in diameter 
and fourteen inches long, spinning 
rapidly in such a manner that the 
revolving brushes are introduced into 
the plants close to the ground and 
drawn up in a vertical line through 
the plants, the brushes penetrating 
the bushes from both sides of the 
row The ripe cotton adheres to the 
brushes while the rest of the plant 
is not In anj 
way 
effected, 
the 


brushes tiavelmg to a receptacle, 
where thej are stiipped of the cotton 
and the operation is repeated

SENATOR GORE ON 


GRANDFATHER CLAUSE 


Land Sale; Controversy Settled. 


Oklahoma City, Ok.,. July 
20.—A 


controversy between the school land 
lessees and the state school land 
commission, involving the hasis of 
Valuation that should be placed on 
improvementa, has been settled. The 
commission is now pushing to com- 
pletion plans for reopening the sale 
of the lands. There are yet to be sold 
about 1,650,009 acres, of which 600,- 
000 are agricultural lands with pre- 
ferred right privileges. These lands 
are situated largely in the western 
and northwestern parts of the state 
and are to ba sold at auction on for- 
ty years' timi, the sale in each coun- 
ty being made at the court house door 
on certain advertised days. The sale 
was to have been resumed Aug. 15, 
but It probably will be Sept. 1 before 
plans are 
perfected. Part of the 


stale school lands were sold last 
winter, but the sale was stopped on 
account of the commission's appro- 
priation being exhausted.

them also that he had spent l 
tnonw for drink that rightly belong- 
ed to "Mary and the children " They 
listened to his story They believed 
in .its truth. They saw ' the point 
They voted saloons clean out of his 
county That was twenty years ago 
This neighoor of mine had not much 
of a home then, and a precious light 
bank account. Truth is he had just 
returned from serving five years in 
the "pen " If you were te* pass that 
way now you would see a neat white 
cottage on the same hill where then 
stood the old log cabin You would 
find the brightness of jiy to have re- 
turned to the eyes of Mary and the 
children You will find that this man 
loans yearly to his neighbors several 
hundred dollars You will ffnd his 
check good in his home bank tor any 
reasonable amount Ask him and Mary 
why it is BO different, and they will 
tell YOU, "Because Bob quit drink ' 
Ask Bob why he quit, and he will 
tell you, "Because it was put where 
I could not see it and smell it when 
I went to town "
